HlSfac-simile imprint ofthe 

Latin Text of Alciat's entire 

Emblem-book, and of its 

richlyartisticborders,await9 

the judgment of the Sub- 

scribers and of the Public 

with some little hesitation, 

lest they should think its 

issue to have been unne- 

cessarily delayed, and lest 

a]so they may deem the 

workmanship less clear and distinct in its results than 

photo-lithography might be expected to supply. But 

gieat difficulty has been experienced from the condition 

of the Woodcuts in the original copies, and especially of 

the borders, which scarcely appear to have been newly cut 

for the Lyons Series of editions from 1548 to 1551. 

In working type along with the borders and devices, 
the printers of the original editions do not seem to have 
taken sufficient care that both block and metal stood upon 
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exactly the same level. The type had a firmer bite upon 
the paper than the block, and left a more decided mark. 
This probable defect in the original could not be overcome 
in the fac-simile, and hence not unfrequently the impression 
of the borders is less clear than that of the letterpress. 

Beyond the present year it is not proposed, for some 
time at least, to continue the series of Emblem-books. 
A change is desirable to a bolder style, more under the 
mastery of the Heliographic art. And the Council would 
fain hope that the Members will make efforts to enlarge 
their ranks, and so supply the Publisher with the means 
of carrying out the objects of the Society to their fullest 
extent. 

The Fouhtains have been gathered into one ; the full 
Stream is ilowing on, and the Editor has finished his work : 
but unlike the Rustic, he tarries not until the river abate 
its waters before he attempts to cross. He trusts that he 
is but the Herald of the Poet, with whom he would breast 
the tide, and bid all English-speaking people welcome to 
old AIciat*s Emblem-book translated into the tongue in 
which they were bom.

|F the Emblems of Alciat which he published at 
various times of his life, the Four Fountains 
have becn presented to the Holbein Society 

of Manchester in their last publication of 1870. 

In that work are found — 1° an account of the Collection of 
Emblems gathered by Alciat himself at Milan in 1522; 
and 2° three fac-simile reprints of the editions by Steyner 
of Augsburg in 1531, by Wechel of Paris in 1534, and 
by the Aldi-sons of Venice in 1546. Within thirteen 
Emblems, these three reprints include the entire number 
that have ever been published. 

By the three editions conjointly, which have just been 
named, the number of Emblems, including the trees, was 
raised to 199, and of devices to 197. Under the author's 
own authority, with the addition of only two more 
Emblems, the whole were collected together in 1548, by 
Sebastian Gryphaeus, of Lyons, and by Mich. Isingrinius, 
of Baie. 

Regarding as apocryphal the existence of Bernardino 
Daza's Spanish version so early as 1 540* and i S42,t we

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find some editions of portions of the Emblems to have 
been printed in Lyons previous to those of Bonhomme 
and Roville, 1548 — 1551. For example ; Emblems to the 
number of 107 were printed in small 8vo in 1 544, by lacobus 
Modernus ; and to the number of 113, in 8vo, in the sanie 
year, by the same printer. Tornaesius and Gazeius, in 
1547, put forth, in i6mo, an edition of the Latin text, 
with 198 Emblems, the devices being very small ; and 
in 1548, in i6mo, with the same plates, the French yersion 
by I. le Fevre; also in 1549, in i6mo, the Latin text 
in two books. 

As must have been done in the case of so many deviccs, 
and of borders so elaborately executcd as those of the 
Bonhomme and Rovilfe series of Emblem-editions, pre- 
parations were commenced, immediately after the issue of 
the Aldine edition of 1 546, to publish the entire series of 
Alciat*s Emblems which had hitherto appeared, and to add 
the few others which the author might supply. The progress 
which was made in the enterprise may, in part, be tested 
by the number of devices which wcre printed in the re- 
spective editions. The Latin text, in 1548, with 201 
Emblems, contains only 129 woodcuts of devices ; borders, 
however, being given to every page. Barptolemy Aneau's 
French version, published by Roville in 1549, gives 205 
Emblems and 161 devices; this edition being without 
borders. The Spanish version, by Bernardino Daza, 
issued in 1549, raised the number of Emblems to 210, and 
of woodcuts of devices to 200 ; and thus almost completed 
the FuU Stream of which we are speaking : yet the Itah'an 
version, by Giovanni Marquale, in 1551, with borders 
bearing the same monogram, P.V., and with impressions 
from the same woodcuts, though it presents no nude 
Emblems, i, e, Emblems without corresponding devices, 
does not contain more than 181 Emblems, and the same 
number of devices, including 1 1 trees. 

None of these editions and versions, though one of 
them — the Spanish — approaches within one of the perfect 
count, presents to us the full number of 211 Emblems and 
211 devices. The entire Stream was not flowing on before 
Roville and Bonhomme's editions of the Latin text in 1550 
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THE FOUNTAINS UNITING. 3 

and 1551. The printer Bonhomme, and the bookseller 
Roville, in the same year each issued almost identical 
editions ; text, borders, and devices, except in one or two 
trifling instances, being the same, and to be accounted for 
only by the fact that Bonhomme printed the two. 

The editions of the Latin text printed by Bonhomme at 
Lyons in 1551 certainly equal, if they do not surpass, the 
previous editions, as well in completeness and accuracy as 
in beauty and ornament. Omitting, on account of its 
impropriety, one Emblem which had appeared in the 
Venice imprint of 1546, these editions of 1551 make the 
Emblems and devices correspond in number, there being 
211 of each. 

In 1546 Alciat's Emblems numbered 199; and in 1548, 
when all collected together, they did not amount to more 
than 201, omitting the objectionable one. They were in 
1549 raised to 210, and in 1550 and 1551 to 211, rendering 
the approved edition complete. This approved and com- 
plete edition is the one which is now issued to the 
members of the HOLBEIN SOCIETY, in a photo-lithographic 
reprint. 

Thus the Fountains have been collected into one 
Stream, and a work to which, for nearly forty years of his 
life, the author had occasionally devoted the festive scason, 
or the hours of idleness, was now complete. Among the 
papers which he treasured up there were many othcr 
Emblems or epigrams* (for with him the terms were almost 
convertible), but he has allowed none to see the light, 
except those which are contained in the edition made 
ready at the time of his death.

The same work, quoting Baillet's Jugtmens des Sfovanst tome v. Art xxxix. 
P..42, also says that in his youth Alciat wrote a History of Milan,_/fo^ books 
of Epistles, three books in praise of the Civil Law, three books of Epigrams, 
and translatcd the Ciouds of Aristophanes into Latin verse. 
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For an abstract of the process by which the Fountains 
were gathered together, and one FuU Stream formed to 
flow on, reference may, with advantage, be made to the 
HOLBEIN SociKTY's Fountains of Alciat, pp. 31 — 38. In 
that work occurs a complete list of the " Mottoes and titles 
in the whole of Alciaf s Emblems, with the sources whence 
they are taken, and the editions where they are collected." 
A similar list will be repeated in the present volume, and 
from it very readily may be seen what Emblems appeared 
in the respective editions of the Latin text in 1 548, of the 
French and Spanish versions of 1549, of the Italian version 
of 'SS^ and of the Latin text of the same year. Thus 
are shown the Fountains gathered together, and the Full 
Stream which their entire union forms. 

A sixth column has been added for the purpose of 
setting forth the entire Emblems which constitute the 
Latin text and Italian version of so late a period as that 
of the Emperor Leopold, 1658 — 1705. These exist only in 
a very fine manuscript, of the beginning of this century, 
the property of the noted Emblem-book collector Henry 
White, of Lichfield, but now the companion of many 
compeers in the library of Keir. This Italian version was 
made by Aurelio Amalteo, a member of the Italian family 
of the Amaltei, of which, about the middle of the sixteenth 
century, three brothers became famous as writers of Latin 
poetry, and as skilful in affairs of business.* The new 
Italian version is beautifully written out, as if for publica- 
tion, and is dedicated to the Emperor Leopold, but no trace 
of its ever having been printed has yet come to light The 
pen-and-ink etchings, to the number of 210, are finely and

Mazzuchelli's Scrittori d^ Italia^ vol. i. p. $64, says, **ne io credo che sieno 
stampate, ma che solo sc ne preparasse la slampa.'' 
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carefuUy wrought The arrangement of the Emblems in 
this version differs from that of all other editions, and if 
refcrrible to "a digestion into common-places," certainly 
possesses a digestion of its own. The restoration of an 
Emblem omitted in 155 1, and long afterwards, and the 
division of two of the Emblems into four, raises the 
number to 214. 

Respecting the devices which adorn the Bonhomme 
and Roville series of Emblem-books, the opinion is 
generally entertained that they owe their origin to 
Solomon Bernard, who, on account of his diminutive 
size, or, more probably, of the smallness of the prints 
which he executed,* was named the Little Bernard. 
He was born in Lyons, in 15 12, and there pursued his 
art. " He executed," says Bryan.f " a number of wood- 
cuts for the booksellers, which are well designed and cut 
with great spirit and neatness." 

If, however, the devices of the Series in question were 
the workmanship of the LlTTLE Bernard, it may be 
rcgarded as a matter of certainty, that the varied, and 
sometimes grotesque borders, were not of his production. 
Many of these borders are impressed with the monogram 
P.V., of which two leading interpretations have been 
assigned. 

1°. The initials P.V. have been explained to denote the 
celebrated Pierino del Vaga, an eminent Italian artist, 
born near Florence, in 1 500, and dying at Rome in 1 547. 
He was well known to Giulio Romano and to Francesco 
Penni, and was employed by Raffaelle on his works in 
the Vatican. At one part of his life he was employed at 
Genoa, but it is not likely that he would do work for the 
booksellers in Lyons. Besides, his death as early as 1 547 
almost precludes the supposition that he designed the 
borders of the Emblem-book printed in 1548 by Bon- 
homme, of Lyons. 

2°. Or the initials P.V. belong to an artist of Lyons, 
P. Vingles. The celebrated critic Francis Douce main-

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tains this opinion. In one of his MS. notes to Bon- 
homme's Emblhnes d'Alciat, Lyons, 1549, he remarks : — 
" I have discovered there was a Peter de Vingles, a 
printer, at Neufchatel. The De Vingles had been printing 
at Lyons from the year 1495, and it is probable that 
some of the family were engravers. We know that John 
De V. cut the blocks in Yciar*s fine writing-book."* 

It has been said that the borders of which we have 
been speaking were intended for the use and benefit of 
artists and artisans of various trades and professions ;t 
as the workers in gold and silver, the embroiderers, the 
house-painters, and decorators, &c. The Address " Ad 
Lectorem," p. 6, of Roville s Latin text of the Emblems, 
certainly favours this opinion that the devices furnish 
" no vain picture which may feed the eyes." " For I say 
this is their use, that as often as any one may wish to 
assign fulness to empty things, ornament to bare things, 
speech to dumb things, and reason to senseless things, he 
may from a little book of Emblems, as from an excel- 
lently well-prepared hand-book, have what he may be able 
to impress on the walls of houses, on windows of glass, 
on tapestry, on hangings, on tablets, vases, ensigns, seals, 
garments, the table, the couch, the arms, the sword, and 
lastly, furniture of every kind." 

The utility of Emblem-books has not unfrequently becn 
maintained. To say nothing of Emblems as an exercise 
of the ingenuity and the skill of men, they often serve to 
bring into a small compass a far more expressive meaning 
than speech has the power of attaining. Cesare Ripa^s 
folio on Iconologia, printed at Rome in 1603, expressly 
claims to be a work useful to the orator, to the preacher, 
to the poet, to the painter, to the sculptor, to the designer,

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and to every man of study, for the invention of conceits, 
emblems, and impresas, for devising all preparations for 
nuptials, funerals, and triumphs, for the representation 
of poems and dramas, and for the figuring of them with their 
proper symbols." Those beautiful little volumes prepared 
at the end of the last century, at Bordeaux and Paris, 
Gravelot and Cochin's Iconologie par Figures, ou Trait^ 
compUte des AlligorieSy EmblhneSy &c., in four volumes 8vo. 
The work presents 459 engravings of Emblems, and sets 
forth qualities, states of mind, virtues, vices, the Graces, 
the Muses, &c. The plates are beautifully executed, and 
fulfil their claim of usefulness to artists and amateurs, 
and in the education of young persons. 

The Series of Editions of Alciat*s Emblems by Roville 
and Bonhomme, excepting the Italian, supplies a me- 
thodical arrangement of the Emblems according to their 
subjects or common-places. The labour of doing this 
has been placed to the credit of Barptolemy Aneau.*

N.B. — The English version at Lyons, 1551, chronicled 
in Herbert's edition of Ames on English Printingy p. 1570, 
may be regarded as apocryphal, though accepted by Francis 
Douce, A. 317. Among Geffrey Whitney's Choice of Em" 
blemeSy 1586, not less than 86 are identical in subject with 
those of Alciat, and indeed are translations from, or imita- 
tions of them. A manuscript of the early part of the 
reign of James L contains translations of Emblems 4 to 
lOi inclusive. Andrew Willet, in 1598, was an imitator 
of Andrew Alciat ; and the same may be said of George 
Wither, 1635. 

Within a few months from the present time there is 
good reason to hope that the Emblems of Alciat will be 
published for the HOLBEIN SociETY in an English version, 
and our language will possess a translation every way 
worthy of the Emblem Classic.

Of the Portraits and Handwriting. 

To increase the interest of this volume, a Portrstit of 
Alciat has been placed at the beginning. In the features 
and expression it corresponds with the other portraits that 
have been set forth by artists of his own day, and with the 
description of his personal appearance by the Chronicler of 
his native land, Argelati, who says of him that he was " a 
corpulent man, of tall stature, with open and prominent 
eyes and thick lips, and of a dark complexion/* 

The badge and motto of his family are found at the end 
of the Aldine edition of his Emblems, and a profile, motto, 
and emblem in a medallion, of which we give a photoHth 
from the Museuni Mazzuchellianum^ where an engraving is 
found. From ignorance of Greek, the engraver has mis- 
taken the legend — it should be, as it is on the medallion 
itself, and on Alciat's monument in the cathedral church 
of Pavia, ANAPOS AIKAIOY O KAPnOS OYK AnOA- 
AYTAI, Thejust man' s fruit perishes not, 

His special friend, to whom at first Alciat intrusted and 
dedicated his Emblems, is deserving of a memorial on 
the same page. The profile of Chonrad Peutinger has 
therefore been copied from the same Museum Mazzu- 
chellianum, and will be found in our volume. 

What Alciat^s handwriting was, may also cause some 
curiosity ; it is indicative of the character of the man, — 
round and flowing, and very easy to be read. Through the 
zeal and courtesy of the chief librarian in the Ambrosian 
library at Milan, Signor P. Antonio Ceriani, a negative 
was taken from one of Alciafs Orations: it is the conclusion 
of the oration which he delivered in the schools, that is, in 
the University of Bologna, MDXL; and which is thus 
printed in the folio edition of his works, Basiliae, 1582, in 
vol. iv., at col. 1066.

As manifesting the very pleasant footing subsisting 
between Alciat and his students, the two concluding 
scntences are worthy of translation. " It behoves you to 
be of brave mind, and least of ali to distrust your own 
powers. I will go before, and unbroken in spirit I will 
lead you through every labyrinth : only be there present 
your diligence and ardour of learning ; and towards your 
teacher affection and confidence. I have spoken."
